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1, The proposal to have the new group of "drivers” 
who are being "civilianized" brought to the Headquarters 
building for further discussion and morale purposes brought 
out some of the problems as well as the desirable aspects of 
this idea. It was agreed in general that we might proceed 
with the plan, however, exercise considerable caution as to 
exposures both as to people and information and keep a record 
of any of these exposures; i.e,, anyone who meets them, etc. 

It also appeared that perhaps General Carter wou£d be a good 
choice to meet and talk with these people. Dr. Scoville asked 
Colonel Ledford to prepare a brief outline of the points to 
be stressed or avoided as well as the purposes of such a 
meeting. With this information he would further consider 
discussing the matter with General Carter, and in any event, 
such information would be available to him or General Carter 
in meeting with the drivers.
